in arms Gen. Sargent said that tbo surren- 
der of the rebel army would bo robbed of 
half its Kiguificaucc, reminiscences of tho 
war of linlf their pleasure, if bo believed 
that the dead of tho lato war could not look 
down upon earth aud seo tho exercises of 
this memorial day. Tho picture of tho 
surrender of the Confederate host was in- 
complete without a cloud of murdered 
witnesses in the blood stained {jaruiculs of 
tho battle field,witnesses who had participat- 
ed in the earlier events of the war'and who 
haddiod for their fcllowmeu. His heart 
was so ready to believe this, aud his head 
was so ready to find abundant reasons for 
his heart's belief, that he could taste but 
little pleasure iu tho services of Decoration 
day if he felt that the dead know not what 
was done. To place n wreath over tho heap 
of phosphates that happened to be in tho 
form of n friend would havo little signifi- 
cance for him if he thought that tho spirit 
of that friend knew uot what was done. 


Tho question arises, How can \m carry 


out the wishes of those whom we seek to 
honor? We can relieve tho suffering of un- 
fortunate comrades and of widows nnd or- 
phans. We have social duties to perform, 
but it is often difficult to draw tho lino be- 
tween these social duties nud 
political 


questions. The Grand Army of tho Repub- 
lic has no political aims and is allied to no 
particular political party and yot tho proper 
performance of our political duties is as 
obligatory on us as tho performance of our 
military duties was a few yffars ago. Unless 
we discharge our duties as citizens iniolli 
;ently aud conscientiously wo nre liable to 
oecome tho obedient followers of "heartless 
politicians who seek self aggrandizement re- 
gardless of tho sacrifices of our dead com- 
panions and of the great principles that we 
ourselves have fought to maintain. 


I am not unmindful of the honor you 


have conferred upon mo by inviting me to 
address you on this occasion. Invigorated 
by your military presence I feel more thou 
ever tho inspiration of the acts of our do- 
coased comrades. They died that the uatiou 
might live. 
Tho battle fields of the late 


war are grass grown aud. the cannon that 
were left where they were disabled are now 
concealed by verdure. 
In decorating our 


comrades'graves with flowers nnd green 
leaves we but follow tho example Jof nature. 
Tho personal record of If.hodo Island can 
never be forgotten. In tboso terrible days 
of April 18C1 the rust of twenty five contu- 
ries on tho plow on tho Sabino farm wag at 
once wiped off and every household in the 
Btate sent its Cincinnatus to tho front. No 
ono can ever forget the sudden horrors of 
that outbreak. Tho coin-ago and tho en- 
durance was by no means confined to prom- 
inent actors in tho bloody drama. 
In the 


night of God the most unknown private sol- 
dier may havo been tho noblest patriot of 
them all. 


At this day we owe it to the dead to show- 


that they did not die in vaiu. Let us cher- 
ish tho principles they fought for and iwvor 
become tho dupes of politicians who bid for 
our votes by annually giving us n few dollars 
to aid these Decoration day services. While 
ll'ao Grand Army of tho Kopiiblio sedulously 
avoids politics its members are uot 
BO im- 


becile, so 
idiotic, so cavoless of tlioir 


country's good that they can refrain from 
tho euscussion of those great moral questions 
which underlie the national oxistcnco. What 
questions wore settled by tho war?
